MAY EVACI’.ATE BALKANS—Switzerland reports indicated that not 
only was Germany pulling out of the Baltic states. Into the Inner 
"fcrtress” of the relch, but also that the leaders contemplate wlth- 
drawinr from the Balkans. Recently , a Zurich dispatch said, many 
of the hifher rankinr iiazis hav e been try ing to transfer large 
sums of money from the Balkans to Swiss banks. The latter, how­ 
ev er, hav e looked upon all such attempts suspiciously .

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WHY A KEYYOTE? 


CHICAGO—Many times the gentlemen of the 


p ress have been confronted -vrith the question: 
“Why a keynote address at 
a national p olitical 
convention?” 
Rarely has the answer been given through the 
inherent merit of the address itself. 
Long in ad­ 
vance it is know'n the keynoter will p roclaim, and 
p roclaim loudly, that all the good in this world is 
wrap p ed up in the p olitiail p arty for which he 
sp eaks. 
Not only all good is embraced in the 
p arty, but also in everything that it does, and in 
everything that it thinks, and everything that it 
says, including everything the keynoter himself 
says. 


Governor Earl Warren of California p roved to 
be an excep tion. 
Governor Robert S. Kerr of 
Oklahoma, w’ho is to deliver the keynote address 
at the democratic national convention, will find 
it rather difficult to follow in Mr. W arren’s foot­ 
step s. 
Governor Kerr is not a stranger to Ne­ 
braska. 
He sp oke in Lincoln 
a few months ago 
and if the oratory he loosened on that occasion 
is a fair samp le of what to exp ect, it will not be 
bad. 


Governor W arren’s achievement rested in the 
fact that, unlike so many of his unsmiling brethren 
who were p resent, he found some develop mients in 
America in the p ast decade not only accep table 
but wholesome, and he committed his p arty, inso­ 
far as a keynoter could, to p erp etuate those inno­ 
vations in American life. 
He was by all odds the 
most attractive p ersonality at the rep ublican na­ 
tional convention last month, and it might be well 
for the American p eop le to p eg this one that 
there is a man who will be heard from later. 
♦

An old friend on the Illinois State Register, 
V. Y. Dallman undertakes to give a p icture of 
Governor Kerr, which is rep roduced in p art so 
that all the Nebraskans listening in may close their 
eyes and see in front of them the man to whom 
they are listening: 
“He (Governor Kerr) is well over six feet tall, 
swarthy features, has a sincere smile and weighs 
230 p ounds or more. 
(That’s quite a lot of man) 
He is a double-fisted democrat with a voice which 
rises from the tender, symp athetic tones of a child 
to a reverberating roll of thunder. 
His soul rises 
with his voice and he is aflame with sp iritual 
fervor. 
He loves the church. 
He set his great 
Sp ringfield audience to smiling and ap p lauding 
by his beautiful p icture of the churches of all de­ 
nominations building civilization through the years, 
and surviving the inconsistencies, if not the sins, 
of some who make up their congregations. 
Elo­ 
quently he stressed the solid fundamental that 
today the church is establishing the only basis for 
a just p eace w'hich will be enduring. . . Powerful 
and eloquent Governor Kerr, symbol of the broad 
p lains and the sturdy stock of the state which re­ 
tains much of the p icturesque color of what was 
once ‘the wdld and woolly west.’ ” 
That is a fair p ortrait of the man whose voice 
you may hear in the keynote address to the demo­ 
cratic national convention. He is 47 years young. 
A lawyer by p rofession, he has extensive oil in­ 
terests. 
He is a Bap tist. 
He has cut into a state 
debt of 40 million dollars through careful budget­ 
ing to the p oint where it will be entirely liquidated 
by June of 1945. 
It will remain to be demonstrated whether the 
p eop le are as lucky with Kerr as they were with 
Warren. The latter gave no evidence of being the 
familiar typ e of p olitician.

K err’s record indicates he w'tU follow the dreary 
ground so many ke>-note sp eakers seem to think 
must be p low'ed.
